The Felton-Maddox Contest. 


To an outside observer Judge Maddox, of 
Georgia, would appear to be ina pickle.

OFFICIAL DISPATCH * SENT TO 
MINISTER TAYLOR 


To Be Submitted to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment—The Administration’s 
Policy Set Forth. 


New York, April 10.—A Tribune special 
from Washington says that an important 
dispatch, bearing on Cuban affairs, was sent 
to Madrid from the state department to- 
day. It. was signed by Secretary Olney 
and addressed to Minister Taylor. In it 
the Cuban pclicy of the administration was 
laid down with deta‘l and particularity. 
The four principal points of the dispatch 
are; 

First-The president proposes mediation 
on the part of the United States looking to 
a settlement of existing differences between 
the Spanish government and the Cubans. 

Second—The dispatch refers to the cor- 
respondence between the state department 
and the Madrid authorities in 1870, in which 
Spain promised to institute governmental 
reforms in Cuba, which promises, it is said, 
have not been fulfilled. 

Third—The president says that the present 
rebellion in Cuba is more serious and wide- 
spread than any other which has arisen in 
recent years; that the insurgents control 
practically all of Cuba except Havana and 
its neighborhood, and that the circum- 
stances seem to warrant friendly over- 
tures by this country. 

Fourth—The United States government 
assures Spain of the kindliest motives on 
its part in seeking to bring about a pacific 
settlement of affairs in Cuba, and urges 
that the good offices of this country be 
accepted in the spirit in which they -.are 
proffered. . 

Secretary Olney’s letter to Minister Tay- 
lor was written in the most cautious m'an- 
ner. In referring to the proposition that 
Spain accept mediation on the part of the 
United States, he says that the attitude 
of this country in the matter is a friendly 
one, and that the United States can have 
no other object, as Spain must know, than 
to bring about a more satisfactory condi- 
tion of affairs in Cuba. He compliments 
Spain to the extent of intimating that 
she is too great a power to fear to do 
what is right, and that if the claims of the 
Cuban insurgents as te Spanish wrongs 
are based on fact it is the duty of the 
Madrid government to instifute a more 
just, lenient and hunrane policy toward 
Cuba. 

As one reason for suggesting mediation 
in the case, Minister Taylor is informed 
that many of the citizens in this country 
interested in estates in Cuba, or in 
commerce with the istand, have suffered, 
and are suffering on account of the present 
rebellion. This fact and others, which the 
secretary sets forth, are, in his opinion, 
a sufficient justification for proposing to 
Spain that she accept the good offices of 
the United States in effecting a settlement 
of the differences between the mother 
country and her island colony. 


TO MAKE A PRESIDENT. 


The First Steps Taken Yesterday in 
Chicago. 

Chicago, April 10.—Four members. of the 
sub-committee of arrangements, for the 
national democratic committee, arrived at 
the Palmer house today in response to a 
call for a special meeting to consider var- 
fous details connected with the forthcom- 
ing national convention. 

The visitors were: National Chairman 
W.’F. Harrity, of Pennsylvania: Colonel 
John Prather, of St, Louis: Thomas H. 
Sherley, of Kentucky, and Secretary S. B. 
Sheerin, of Logansport, Ind. 

Ex. C. Wall, the Wisconsin member, is 
still in Florida and will probably be repre- 
sented by proxy, while Senator Gorman, of 
Maryland, declined to serve when the com- 
position of the committee was first an- 
nounced, and this piace has not been filled.

ELECTION WILL BE A FARCE 


Only One Party Will Take Any Part 
in the Voting. 


NO WAR JUST LIKE IT IS ON RECORD 


Within the Pale of Civilization It Has

Havana, April 8, via Tampa, April 10.— 
The fares of holding elections in the island 
of Cuba will be enacted Sunday. 

The, auton.omist and reformist parties 
have defied the government and refused to 
take part. 

The union-constitutional party will, there- 
fore, have 1 walkover. This party is made 
up of the extreme Spaniards who succeeded 
in forcing .he recall of the humane Marti- 
nez Campos and the substitution of Wevler 
as captain general. They are the people 
who applauded when Weyler decreed that 
insurgents are bandits and should be 
treated accordingly. They constantly urge 
greater severity in the enforcement of the 
decrees, and chafe at the restraints, which 
the attitude of the congress of the United 
States has made necessary. 

They are numerically inferior the 
other parties and have generally sought a

And Yet No Candidates. 

The election is four days off, yet the can- 
didates have not been named. The election 
inspectors were chosen yesterday. Instead 
of the struggle for representation which 
is usually hotter than a New York pri- 
mary tight, the constitutionals had no op- 
position. It is needless to statg that bet- 
ting on the result this year will be ght. 

The decision to hold elections was a bluff. 
All the world and the wise men at Was.a- 
ington were expected to accept elections 
proof that no state of war exists in 
Congress did not wait to seé the 
bluff called. Senator Hale should come 
down and witness the manner in which 
an American people cast their ballots for 
representatives in the Spanish cortes. 


It’s a War to Death. 

The ‘sland of Cuba is in the throes of 
such a war as only Spaniards and Spanish 
descendents can give against each other, 
Civilizatton must move backward almost a 
century to find a parallel. It is not a war 
of army against army as the north fought 
the south. It is not like the recent clash 
between Japan and China. It is not even 
as respectable and open a conflict as King 
Menelik is giving to the Itatian forces. It 
is a reconquest of soil—a people seeking 
to restore power by extermination, and yet 
not having sufficient force to accomplish 
their purpose except by ptece-meal. It has 
no counterpart in modern times. In some 
respects it may be compared to the opera- 
tions of the Turk against the Armenians,

said that no such wholesale slaughter has 
been attempted. The restraining influ- 
ences from without are undoubtedly strong- 
er here than beyond the Bosovhorus, 

Not at All American. 

The elections at this juncture are, how- 
ever, not exactly in accord with Amerfican 
ideas. The insurgents who desire no rep- 
resentation in the cortes occupy the lurgest 
part of the interior of the island. In Ha- 
vana and Winar del Rio provinces thcre 
are fully 20,000 men in arms against the 
‘crown of Spain. Martinez Campos was re- 
called for failing to crush them. General 
Weyler has not won a decisive battle since 
his arrival, yet he has officially declared 
the western provinces clear of all except 
small bands—more hightaymen than insur- 
gents. He has ordered owners of estates 
to begin grining, threatening them with 
imprisonment in case of refusal.” He has 
cabled Madrid guaranteeing the peace and 
quiet of this end of the island by the time 
set for the elections. He has stopped at 
nothing to accomplish the results which 
he predicted, but the insurgents are strong- 
er in men, in arms, in discipline and in 
hope than ever before. 

Gomez is moving leisurely through Santa 
Clara province with a personal escort of 
6,000. J.acret, with 3,000 fresh men from 
the east, has invaded Havana province 
within a week. In Matanzas, Camaguey 
and Santiago provinces the rebel forces are 
constantly growing. The recent landing 
of expeditions has encouraged the patriots, 
and when the news of the action of both 
houses of congress is fully Known it is 
claim®2d many influential Cubans in the 
cities who have taken no part will go to 
the field. 

The Spanish Have the Cities, 

The Spaniards occupy all of the cities 
and large towns. Every place occupied by 
troops has forts or block houses erected 
for the safety of the soldiers in case of 
attack. Of late the insurgents have be- 
come more and more aggressive and not a 
day goes by without several reports of 
towns and forts being attacked. Havana, 
the capital and most peaceful cit’, is an 
armed camp. Almost nightly firing is 
heard around the suburban towns of Ma- 


—rianao and Guanabacoa. 


Under these conditions will the elections 
of 18986 in Cuba be held. 


GOMEZ ALIVE SURE. 


General Weyler Says Peace Must Come 
Before Reform. 

Madrid, April 10.—A dispatch to The Im- 
parcial says that Captain Gencral Wey'ler 
in discussing the Cuban reform movement 
with some of the leacers of the reforinist 
party declared that Spain reaffirmed the 
impossibility of even thinking of reforn, 
until the island should be pacified by 
force of arms. The dispatch also says 
that it is now definitely known tht the 
rebel leader, Gomez, is alive, desnite the 
many recent reports of his hea!th. 


SLEPT ON THEIR ARMS. 


Several Engagements on the Island. 
The Spanish Watchful. 
Havana, April 10.—According to reports 
received here there have been &A number 
of engagements between the insurgents 
and Spanish forces atgdifferent parts of 
the Spanish trocha, and a decisive en- 
counter between the rebels under Maceo 
and the Spanish troops is expected to oc- 
cur very soon.

MRS. MAYBRICK’S LIBERTY. 


A Joint Resolution for Her Release. 
The Debs Contempt Case. 

Washington, April 10.—A joint resolution 
was introduced by Mr. Call in reference 
to the imprisonment of Mrs. Maybrick, in 
England. 

It declares that the people of the United 
States sympathize with Mrs. Maybrick in 
her suffering under a sentence of life 
imprisonment at hard labor: that they al- 
most umiversally believe in her innocence, 
and that she was unfairly convicted before 
a presiding judge whose harsh rulings were 
caused by a demented mind, almost bor- 
dering on insanity. 

The resolution requests the president of 
the United States to communicate the reso- 
lution to the government of Great Bri- 
tain. 

As soon as the resolution was read Mr. 
Sherman rose, and with every appearance 
of annoyance, said: 

“Let that joint resolution be laid on 
the table. It ought not to be introduced. 
I happened to be in England at the time 
of the trial, There was a great deal of 
difference of opinion on the question as to 
whether she ought to be convicted. But 
certainly it is a subject over which the 
senate of the United States has no jurisdic- 
tion. I move that it be laid on the table.” 

“Let it lie on the table for the present,” 
Mr. Call pleaded—letting it Ne on the fable 
being entirely different in senate practice 
from having it laid on the table. 

‘I should like,” Mr. Call continued, “to 
have the senate vote upon it.” :

The people of this section favor the {free 
coinage of silver by a majority equal al- 
most to the ratio of 16 to 1. 

Though not in Judge Crisp’s district, the 
people of Dougherty are proud of the rec- 
ord of this distinguished Georgian and his 
recept.on here was in the nature of a mag- 
nificent ovation. 

Both speakers reached Albany during the 
night. Judge Crisp was taken in charge 
by Captain R. Hobbs, while Mr. Smith 
was domiciled at the residence of Captain 
J. S. Davis. Prior to the speaking a for- 
mal reception. was tendered to each of the 
speakers and hundreds gathered to snake 
them by the hand. 

The surrounding districts were represent- 
ed by handsome delegations. A large num- 
ber came up from Camilla and Tifton, while 
Americus was represented by a brass band 
‘and a delegation 300 strong. 

That Letter to Peek. 

One of the features.of the argument here 
today was Mr. Smith’s apology for the 
letter to Mr. Peek. He stated that he had 
not fully studted the silver question at 
that time and was furthermore anxious 
to secure the election of General John B. 
Gordon to the senate. That explained his 
immature declaration. 

Judge Crisp declared, in the. course of his 
argument, that he would not allow him- 
self to be frightened by the charge that 
free coinage was one of the demands of 
the populists. He observed that it was 
borrowed from the democratic party just 
as the views of Mr. Smith were borrowed 
from tne republican party, including Wall 
street and John Sherman. Both speakers 
acquitted themselves well and the best of 
temper was preserved. There was no dis- 
play of feeling except in the earnestness 
with which each speaker advanced his re-

‘SECRETARY SMITH OPENS. 


Confesses That He Wrote the Peek 
Letter To Elect Gordon Senator. 
Dr. W. A. Duncan, the platform superin- 
tendent of the Georgia Chatauqua, presid- 
ed over the joint debate and introduced the 

first speaker. Said he: 

“This is not a political discussion, in the 
narrow use of that term, but a dignified 
debate on the money question between two 
of our most distinguished citizens. One of 
them has occupied the high position of 
speaker of the house of representatives; 
the other is at present a member of the 
cabinet. The purpose of this discussion is 
not to engender strife, but to furnish in- 
formation on one of the most inportant 
questions of the day. Remember, feilow 
citizens, that you are here in the presence 
of ladies of Georgia. Let your ap- 
plause be generous, but not intemperate. 
Acquit yourselves like true Georgians. (Ap- 
plause.) It gives me pleasure (0 present to 
you the first speaker, Hon. Hoke Smith.” 

Though a large majority of those pres- 
ent favored free. coinage, a cordial recep- 
tion was given to the speaker as he arose 
from his seat. One or two of his stanch 
admirers shouted, ‘“‘Hurrah for Smith.” 
As soon as the applause subsided Mr. Smita 


the 


began: 

“Ladies and Gentlemen—Judge Crisp and 
I are both democrats. Each of us, later 
on, will be found supporting both the 
national and state nominees regardless of 
what the results of the present agitation 
may be. This is mereiy a family consulta- 
tion—not a family fuss. (Laughter.) Those 
who believe in sound money do not believe 
in a contraction of the currency, but rather 
in having the currency expanded. Our op- 
ponents are not alone in contending for 
gold and silver. We insist that our policy 
will accomplish that result and that free 
coinage at a ratio of 16 to 1 will not ac- 
complish that result. Both of us agree 
that a contraction of the currency is not a 
thing to be desired and that is not the 
issue in this discussion. The question is. 
will free coinage at the ratio of 16 to 1 
increase the currency and furnish a bi- 
metallic standard? In my judgment such 
a@ policy would result in monometallism. 


— ‘Where Is It?” 

“Judge Crisp makes a delightful speech 
on his side of the question. He will talk 
about the evils of contraction and tell you 
that a gold standard will reduce prices. 
This does not touch the issue. What will 
the proposed system bring about? I want 
your attention just here. I see you are 
disposed to give it to me. (Applause.) The 
advocates of free silver have received er- 
roneous impressions. Let me remind you 
that there is more silver money in c. cula- 
tion today that ever before in the history 
of th‘s union.” 

Just at this point some one sag out: 
“Where is it?”

fractional currency. This fractional money 
is legal tender for amounts not over $10; 
silver dollars are legal tender for any 
amount, This ig the present condition of 
toings, notwithstanding the demonetiza- 
tion of silver in 1873. IT am not here to 
defend that act.-If the law is a good one, 
it ought to remain upon the statute books. 
It makes no difference to me how it was 
carried in 1873, whether by fraud or other- 
wise. That is not germane to this issue.’’ 


Discussed the Volume of Currency. 

Mr. Smith discussed the volume of the 
currency at some length and compared it 
with other countries. 

Touching upon a different phase of the 
subject, Mr. Smith said: 

“Judge Crisp will call your attention to 
the fact that prices began to decline in 
1873 and tell you that the gold standard 
caused that reduction. Let him also ex- 
Plain the reduction of prices from 1854 to 
1871. Did the act of 4873 produce that?’’ 
(Applause.) 

Mr. Smith denied that three bales of 
cotton would be required to cancel a debt 
of $100 at the present time, whereas only 
two bales would have been reguired five 
years ago. Even if such was true the act 
of 1873 could not have rroduced that re- 
sult. Whatever eyils were brought about 
by the passage of that act occurred im- 
mediately thereafter. 

Following the heaten path of his former 
arguments Mr. Smith proceeded at some 
length to speak of the relative value of 
gold and silver and the absolute impossi- 
bility of having a legal ratio between the 
metals which was not based upon a com- 
mercial ratio, 

“You can't bring about a parity between 
the two metals by a mere legal declara- 
tion. I can’t see what good there is in 
such a proposition. Perhaps my distin- 
guished friend will say that he can’t furn- 
ish logic and comprehension too. (Laugh- 
ter and cries of ‘That’s so.’) 

“Well, let him expla‘n the matter to 
your satisfaction. Though you Gon’t have 
free coinage, you fé@vertheless have a cir- 
culation of $425,000,000 in silver, and what 
more do you want? If I had a horse some 
thirty or forty miles away and couldn't 
use him, that horse would do mé no good. 
If I could use my neighbor’s horse I would 
derive just as much benefit as if the horse 
actually belonged to me. If silver can be 
obtained under the present system why 
change it for one that will tend to bring 
about monometalism? (Applause.) 


Says He Follows Jefferson. 

“Judge Crisp says that 16 to 1. will 
bring silver up to the value of gold. If 
he can bring silver up to the value of 
gold, then I’! come over to his side. But 
he can't do it. In no country has the 
legal ratio ever heen able to overcome 
the commercial difference. Thomas Jef- 
ferson undertook to find the commercial 
ratio between the two metals and fix the 
legal ratio cn that basis. That ratio was 
15 to 1. Under whose leadership then do 
I stand? Under that of Thomas Jeffer- 
son,.”’ 

‘Mr. Smith explained that the ratio was 
changed during the administration of An- 
drew Jackson. As it was found to under- 
value silver it was changed again in 1873 
because the ratio of 16 to 1 unéervalued 
gold. 

Mr. Smith went on to show that vari- 
ous other nations had suspended free coin- 


age of silver and that it would be ridicu- 


lous for the United States to revolutionize 
things by resuming the free coinage of 
that metal. If a reduction of prices had 
been occasioned and fourteen causes had 
brought about that result, could the re- 
moval of only one of these causes bring 
abeut the restoration of..prices? 

Hie then argued that if fourteen men 
could carry a bar of iron with extreme 
difficulty, 
crushed to the ground. Judge Crisp, how- 
ever, would say: ‘Let him: try it.” 
(Laughter.) 

* Mr. Smith’s “Remedy.” 

Mr. Smith argued that a want of confi- 
dence was largely the cause of the present 
difficulties. The fear that a silver dollar 
might he cut in two. “On this account,” 
said he, “holders of our securities have 
dumped them back into this country.’ As 
a remedy, Mr. Smith advocated that 
greenbacks be. paid off in gold and that 
the Sherman notes also be redeemed. He 
also said our trouble is not a want of 
silver, but a want of confidence. Tne fear 
that a2 silver dollar would be reduced to 
50: cents and doubt as to keeping doilars 
together. Holders of our securities dumped 
them back into this country fearing that 
dollars would be cut in two. From 
the fear what is now proposed? What's 
the proposition? Pay off the balance of 
greenbacks with gold: pay off the Sherman 
notes; facilitate .the issuance of state 
bank notes; restore confidence. Suppose 
there was free coirage, every creditor 
would collect at once. No farmer would 
get an extension. A bank that could loan 
would have to pay depositors. He advo- 
cated the issuance of state bank notes. 
He discussed the results that would fol- 
low if a free coinage man should be elect- 
ed president and urged that fre2 coinage 
should be excluded from ottice. 

‘As to my position in 18%,"" said Mr. 
Smith, “I frankly admit that I was wronc. 
If Judge Crisp can prove that I was right 
then he can do more than I ear. If anv- 
body had asked me in 18% if I favored 
free silver i would have replied yes. If 
the same man had asked whether or not 
I had studied the question, my reply 
would have *heen no. Since that time I 
have studied the question. At the time ] 
wrote that letter 1 was anxious to bring 
about the elmtion of the distinguished 
soldier who stood next to lee at Appo- 
mattox—General John B. Gordon.” (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Smith clIesed y anticivating the 
argument of Judge Crisp, calling attention 
to the fact that he Was quite a funny 
man, 


JUDGE CRISP’S REPLY. 


An Argument That Carried the Crowd 
with Him and Was Convincing. 
As soon as the applause which greeted 

the close of Mr. Smith’s speech subside, 
Mr. J. 8S. Davis, of Albany, arose 2nd 
presentel Judge Crisp to the audierce. A 
wild tumvlt of applause followed, in the 
midst of which a bouquet of flowers was 
sent to the platform. Judge Crisp acknovl- 
edged this ficral tribute by a graceful 
inclination of the head. 

“Tl want to return my thanks,”’ 
‘to these ladies who have honored this oc- 
cysion by their presence. Every one is 
interested in the question of money and 
the reason of this national excitement is 
due to ths fact that the issue involved is 
a question of money. Shall we return to 
that system which brought wus prosperity 
ind happiness, or continue a system which 
has produced depression of values and a 
contraction of the currency? I do not wish 
to belittle the argument of my Brothe 
Smith. He has made as good a speech as 
a man can make in a bad cause. (Laugh-

Colonel John A. Cockerill Dies Suddenly 
in Cairo, Egypt. 


APOPLEXY CAUSED THE DEATH | 


He Was Prominent in the World of 


Journalism. 


THE JOURNALIST WAS WELL KNOWN HERE 


Except When a Drummer Boy in the 
Sixties, He Gave His Life to 
Newspaper Work. 


New York, April 10.—(Special.)—Colonel 
John A. Cockerill, the able journalist with 
a world-wide reputation, died this evening 
in a barber’s chair in Cairo, Egypt. 

It was through cablegrams to newspapers 
and friends in New York, recvive4’ late to- 
night, that intelligence of the untimely 
death of the brilliant and successful jour- 
nalist became known. 

Colonel Cockerif' had just reached Cairo 
from Japan, where he had been for The 
New York Herald as special correspondent. 
He was booked for some interesting letters 
from Cairo and when last heard from here 
was apparently in excellent health. When 
he reached Cairo, the cablegrams show he 
stopped at Shepherd’s hotel. Tonight he 
walked into the hotel barber shop and sat 
down for a shave. While in the chair he 
was stricken with apoplexy. That Was 
about 7:20 o’clock, and at 10 o’clock he died, 

Sketch of Colonel Cockerill. 

Colonel Cockerill was ene of the most 
successful and widely known newspaper 
men in the United States. He entered the 
profession when a mere boy. and except 
for the period when as a drummer he was. 
at the front in the civil war, he continued: 
in it, rising ever higher to positions of 
greater authority and wider usefulness. 

Colonel Cockerill was at one time editor 
of The Washington Post, The Baltimore 
Gazette, The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, The 
New York World and The New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser. 

In 1885 he went to Japan as correspond- 
ent of The Herald and his work there im- 
‘mediately attracted world-wide attention. 
His dispatches and letters in The Herald on 
China, Japan and Corea, and the stirring 
events of the last year in those countries 
were read with intense interest. Colonel 
Cockerel left Japan only a few weeks ago, 
after the mikado had bestowed upon him 
one of the most coveted decorations, that 
of the sacred treasure. He was resting in 
Cairo for a while, studying the Anglo-Egyp- 
tian campaign before leaving for home, 
when he was suddenly stricken down, 


Was Well Known in Atlanta. 

Colonel C rell was quite well known 
in Atlanta and hews of his death will creat 
profound .sorrow among those who 
him. 

As president of the National Press ‘Ciubs 
he came to Atlanta to attend the annual 
convention in ’9. His bitter editorials 
against the south attracted the attention 
of those with whom he was thrown. By 
his magnetic manners he won the friend- 
ship of all and the hospitable manner in 
which he was treated drew from his pen, 
after he returned north, many kind words, 
lines and stories about the south.

‘The purpose of the county con- 
vention is to select deiegates to the Nash- 
ville judicial and gubernatorial conven- 
tions. In almost every ward and district 
free coinage was indorsed; delegates were 
instructed to vote for R. L. Taylor for 
‘governor: T. M. McConnell and Isham G. 
Harris for delegates-at-large ‘to the Chi- 
cago convention. and W. T. Murray and 
John T. Rogers for district delegates to 
Chicago.

Shot After Nightfall. 

Nashville, Tenn., April 10,—(Special.)—Dr, 
A. H. Williams, a prominent young physi- 
cian of Sumner county, was assassinated 
close to his home in Hendersonville to- 
night about 8 o'clock. 

Dr. Williams had just left his residence 
to see a patient. Mounting his horse, he 
turned toward the Galiatin pike and was 
about to ride off when two shots were 
fired in quick succession. Eleven buckshot 
struck Dr. Williams under the left arm and 
he fell from his horse. Two stores fifty 
yards away were filled with people, who 
ran out just in time to see a man dart 
from behind an office near where the mur- 
dered man fell and make his escape in 
the darkness. 

Dr. Williams was barely alive when 
friends reached his side. He expired al- 
most immediately. A cororcr’s jury was 
formed, but adjourned tentil morning with- 
out making any material discovery. 

Bloodhounds and detectives have been 
sent from Nashville to the scene. It is un- 
derstood that Dr: Williams has been fear- 
ing trouble for some time from lawiess 
characters whom he had offended. He was 
an upright, influential man and was well 
connected. He was thirty-five years oid 
and leaves a wife and several children.

MONEY WAS USED FREELY 


To Try To Defeat Johnston in Jeffer- 
son and Montgomery Counties. 
An Exciting Time Today. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 10.—(Special.)— 
This is the eve of the battle of the ballots 
in Alabama. By tomorrow night it will 
have been decided whether Hon. Joseph F. 
Johnston, of Jefferson, or Richard H. 
Clarke, of Mobile, will be the standard 
bearer of the democratic party in the en- 
suing state elections. Only two of the 
sixty-six counties in the state have held 
their primaries and conventions—Morgan, 
Which went for Johnston, and Geneva, 
which went for Clarke, The other sixty- 
four will render their verdicts through their 
primary elections tomorrow. 

A careful examination of the 
appears to insure, almost bevond 
venture, the nomination of Captain John- 
ston, Of course, nothing is sure in politics, 
but unless all signs fail Johnston will be 
the fortunate man. The indications, in the 
abstract, are that he will carry into the 
convention, which will be held on April 
fist, the strength which he had in the last 
State conventton and in addition the vate 
of the counties of Lee, Barbour, Bullock, 
Dale, Pike and Russell. <All of these coun- 
ties are in Gevernor Oates's district and 
would have bean for Captain Johnston in 
the last primaries but for the fact that 
their gallant olc chieftain and favorite, 
William C. Oates, was the captain's compe- 
titor. The aggregate vote of these coun- 
ties is something like sixty in the state 
convention, which, added to Captain Jonn- 
ston'’s former vote, would nominate him 
with seventy-five or eighty votes to spare. 

But there are two other additional sources 
from which Captain Johnston will get new 
votes. Ore of the things that defeated 
him before was the scheme of the opposi- 
tion to have a large number of the John- 
ston counties prorate their vote for gov- 
ernor in the interests of their home candi- 
dates for minor state offices. This cast 
Johnston many a vote in the last state con- 
vention, and a recurrence will, of course, 
be carefully guarded against. 

The Struggle in Jefferson. 

Then there are half a dozen or more 
counties in the state of which Montgom- 
ery is a fair sample. Montgomery county 
went for Oates by almost two to one. This 
time it is a neck dhd neck race between 
Clarke and Johnston, with the chances 
rather in favor of the latter. Mr. Clarke's 
friends appear to expect most from Cap- 
tain Johnston's home county—Jefferson. 
Jefferson is by far the most important coun- 
ty in the state, having thirty votes in the 
convention against the next gargest coun- 
ty’s vote of nineteen. Birmingham, the 
county site, is Captain Johnstone's home and 
has heen for fifteen years. He was one 
of. the most important factors in the re- 
markable improvement of his city and the 
industrial section of the state. He was 
during twelve years the president of the 
largest bank there, the Alabama National, 
Of course it was his urpleasant duty every 
day to turn down some irresponsible par- 
ty’s application for an unsecured loan, and 
occasionally to call in a loan which the 
maker did not think should be demanded. 
All these transactions left grievances, the 
holders of which appear now to be disposed 
to‘pay off. 

. Wall Street’s Money. 

Then there are various clashing business 
awrons in Birmingham; in fact, 
undoubtedly one of the chief reasons that 
the city does not now enjoy a greater de- 
gree of prosperity. Further than this the 
holders of the bonds of the various manu- 
facturing concerns in Jefferson county and 
the holders of the individual mortgages have 
put the screws on and have sent word that 
Jefferson must go for “sound money.” Ali 
of these causes, together with the recent 
distribution of a lot of free gold and silver, 
Wall street’s generous contribution, have 
contributed to make a fine showing of op- 
position to Captain Johnston in his own 
county, and the Clarke men are doing an 
immense amount of crowing over the mat- 
fer. Mr. Clarke and his friends, on the 
plea that the democratic national adminis- 
tration must be indorsed, have, contrary .to 
all party custom in this state, invaded Cap- 
tain Johnston’s county and have done the 

est work by far in the campaign there. 
It is believed that they recognize the fact

Johnston Is Leading. 


A closer race was, perhaps, never known 
in Alabama politics than that now going 
on in this county. Johnston and Clarke 
appeared to enter about even in Mont- 
gomery county, and now that the stretch 
has been reached, Johnston seems to be 
leading by about half a nose. If Johnston 
should carry Montgomery, he would ac- 
complish what no other man who has ever 
clashed with the old established and here- 
tofore omnipotent political ring here has 
ever been able to do. The politicians have 
been on Johnston's trail; the national ad- 
ministration has done its best to check- 
mate him, and the goldbugs have shipped 
barrels of money in. He now appears to 
have the whole aggregation on the run. If 
he does not win tomorrow, it will be be- 
cause the political schemers know their 
business too well. 

Tomorrow's primaries, as is well known, 
in Alabama will elect and instruct delegates 
to the county conventions which will meet 
in the different county sites on April 15th 
and select and instruct delegates to the 
state convention, which meets in this city 
on April 21st. 

A governor, a state auditor, state treas- 
urer and a commissioner of agriculture 
are to be nominated tomorrow, and the 
county officers in all of the counties which 
have not already held county conventions 
for the purpose:

Addressed by Tompkins.

Then There Was a Hanging in New 
Orleans Yesterday. 


YOUNG BUT WICKED PRISONER 


While Yet a Child He Became a Thief, 
Before He Was Twenty He Was 
Hanged—Feigned Insanity. 


New Orleans, April 10.—The trap fell at 
exactly 12:57 o'clock and within fifteen 
minutes Arthur Schneider was pro- 
nounced dead and his body cut down. 

Schneider walked to the gallows with a 
firm step and showed no sign of emotion 
except slight paleness. He was accom- 
panied by Rev. Father Hooper, who has 
faithfully attended him, and administered 
the consolation of the church, At the gal- 
lows they were met by the executioner, 
who, after the usual impressive ceremo- 
nies, quickly got through tying Schnei- 
der’s hands and feet, slipping on the noose 
and drawing on the black cap. 

The executioner then stood to one side, 
and taking an ax, with one blow severed 
the rope which held the trap in position, 
With the noise of the ax cutting the rope 
was heard the violent slamming of the .rop 
and Schneider's body shot downward. 
After the fall there was not a quiver nor 
a@ muscular contraction. He died instant- 
ly, his neck being broken sharp. 

Schneider was the youngest murderer 
ever legally hanged in Louisiana. He was 
a native of Prussia and according to his 
story was born in February, 1877, but he 
looked older and experienced physiogno- 
mists declared he had the face of a bad 
man. He left Prussia when only sixteen 
vears old. He told a story to the effect 
that he was forced to leave Germany be- 
cause he had forged a postal order and 
procured about $200 on it. At the time he 
was in love and bought a lot of trinkets 
for his sweetheart, at the same time sup- 
plying himself with fancy articles, He 
was arrested, but his father made the 
amount good. He had previously commit- 
ted a theft and his father, tiring of his 
evil doings, sent him away. 

On December 4, 1894, he shot and killed 
Herman Schroeder, a dishwasher in a 
restaurant here, and also shot and severe- 
ly. wounded Catherine Buckhardt, a pret- 
ty German girl of whom he was enamored. 
Jealousy prompted Schneider because he 
believed the girl favored Schroeder. All 
three were employed in the’ restaurant. 
Schroeder was shot down without half a 
chance for his life. It was for this mur- 
der Schneider was hanged. 

He Feigned Insanity. 

After conviction he feigned insanity for 
a time, but was pronounced sane by a 
jury of experts. During this time Schnei- 
der made the acquaintance of a young wo- 
man who was also confined in the prison, 
serving a sentenre for shop-lifting. They 
spent a good deal of time in each other's 
company. On January 22d Schneider cut 
the throat of Deputy Sheriff Jerry Dug- 
gan, who was in charze of the parish 
prison. Duggan lingered a few days and 
die? from the effects of the wound. His 
wife was in bad health and the sudden 
shock of Dugran’s death caused her to 
collanse and she died a few days after her 
husband. Schneider claimed that Dueg- 
gan had been mean to him and come be- 
tween him and the shop-lifter and pre- 
vented their meeting on numerous oc- 
casions. This eaused him to violently cCis- 
like the deputy and subsequent events 
proved that he. was biding his time to kill 


Duggan. 
The deputy was one of the most popular 
attaches of the parish prison. He was a 


courteous and excellent officer. It will be 
noted that a woman figured in «very one 
of Schneider's misdeeds. 

The sentimentalists besiered the gov- 
ernor after Schneider’s conviction fer a 
commutation of the three-times murcer- 
er’s sentence, but the governor refused to 
interfere. Then the tender-hearted neople 
literally exhausted every legal artifice in 
the vain effort to save Schneider’s neck 
from the retributive clutch of the hang- 
man.

Atlantic and Pacific Tea Company the 
Victim of Systematic Robbery. 
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FOUR NEGROES IMPLICATED 


R. L. Jones, A. H. Harris and Arthur 
Kinsell Occupy Cells at Police 
Headquarters. 


One of the shrewdest and most systematic 
robberies that has occurred in some time 
Was discovered yesterday by the police. 
The Whitehall street branch of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Tea Company is the 
victim of the plot of a set of thieves that 
has probably resulted in the loss of hun- 
dreds of dcllars’ worth of goods. The firm 
has been missing coffee and other staples 
for some time and Mr. Bealer, the @.2n- 


ager, has been at a loss to accoun,; for 
the strange disappearance of the cof 
The company has had in its em @oy for 
nine years a young iiegro by the name 
of Will Fambro, who werked about the 
store and was always thought to be per- 
fectliy honest. The circumstances in the 
case shyw that such is not the case and 
that Fambro is a thief of the lowest 
crder, for he has been systematically rob- 
bing the tirm of goods for prebahly two 


dollars out of his clever scheme. 

It also appears that Fambro has had two 
accomplices in the affair. A. H. Harris is 
the name of a negro who makes his living 
by the drayage business and has been 
employed cn ‘several cccasions by the tia 
company to deliver goods throughout the 
city. He seems to have made a specialty 
of buying and hauling barrels froin the 
store that were supposed to be empty. 

Empty Barrels Contained Coffee. 

Fambro & Harris is the style of the firm 
that has been doing a flourishing business 
without advertising. and without a license. 
Fambro’s duty was to put a package of 
coffee or tea into the empty barrels, cover 
up the goods with rubbish, and Harris 
fulfilled his part of the contract by hauling 
off the barrels and afterwards disposing 
of the spoils. It is supposed that the 
profits were equally divided between the 
members of the firm. 

How They Were Discovered. 

Mr. Bealer has been trying to discover 
the thieves for a long time and finally be- 
gan to suspect the negroes. He has no- 
ticed that the greatest amount of goods 
was stolen when he was away, 80 he took 
a day off yesterday and instructed the 
employes in the store to carefully watch 
Harris and Fambro. 

About 3 o'clock in the afternoon Harr's, 
as was his custom, drove up in front of 
the establishment and Fambro helped him 
to load three apparently empty barrels on 
his dray. He immediately drove away 
down Whitehall street with the booty, 
entirely ignoran tof he-cell that Was await- 
ing him at@police headquarters. The clerks 
at once notified the authorities at police 
headquarters and Harris was arrested on 
Fraser street and brought with the bar- 
rels to the station house and locked up. 
Upon examination it was found that each 
barrel contained a bushel of coffee valued 
at 40 cents a pound. 

Harris, when seen by a reporter, stated 
that he did not know the coffee was in 
the barrels and that he had been ordered 


to take them to the store of R. |,. Jones 
on whe corner of Fraser and Richardson 


Streets. He says he is no partner to a

BOTH BRADSTREET’S AND DUN 
ARE SATISFIED. 


Bradstreet’s Is More Enthusiastic 
Than the Other Commercial 
Agency. 
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New York, April 10.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will sav: While there is no general 
increase in business there are several en- 
couraging features. First, the advance in 
the prices of flour, wheat, corn, oats, pork 
and sugar, together with that of steel bij- 
lets and beams and other iron and steel 
products, including No, 2 foundry pig and 
for tin plates. The advance in wheat has 
continued so much longer than expected 
that the traile are again discussing the 
likeiihood of this being the beginning of 
the long advance for cereals which they 
believe must come after the depression of 
the past few years. Gross railway eagn- 
ings reflect the March lull in trade. 
Brighter and more seasonable weater 
east, and needed rains in Missouri, Kjgn- 
sas and Nebraska have tended to stirffu- 
late the belated demand for general nr- 
chandise. 

There are only a few cities reporting 
a moderate improvement in general busi- 
ness. St. Louis, Kansas City and Omaha 
are thus conspicuous, bu” even there the 
gains are s:ighit. St. Paul, Minne: polis 
-and Sioux IJ'alj: repor: cnly fairly afis- 
‘factory business. At 3an Franciscs :busi- 
ness has not been active but is batter. 
Exports of merchandise from Seattle and 
some lumber from Tacoma continue to at- 
tract attention. On the other hand, whole- 
sale merchants at New York, Boston, Phil- 
adelphia, Baltimore, Buffalo, Detroit and 
Chicago report business unsatisfactory, 
practically without improvement. One of 
the mfost unfavorable features is the con- 
tinued inability of interor merchants to 
make remittances prompily. 

Demand for wool is smaller—has almost 
disappeared. Stocks of territory wools 
ure unusually heavy and a large propor- 
tion of them will have to be carried over. 
Trade in the raw staple is at a standstill. 
Dry goods continue depressed, shirtings 
and other cotton goods refusing to move 
freely, notwithstanding cuts’ in prices. 
Leather is also lower and large orders 
for shoes have been placed because of 
lower quotations. The list of notable price 
reactions also include those for wool and 
petroleum, while cotton; print cloths and 
coffee prices are substantially unchanged. 
Business failures in the United States this 
week number 231, compared with 236 last 
week, 225 in the week a year ago, 211 two 
years ago and 1% in the: first week of 
April, 1823. Total bank clearings were 
$9z6,0u0,000 this week, thus continuing to re- 
flect the slacking off in business which 
has yet been so conspicuous. 

Dun & Co.’s Review. 

R. G. Dun & Co. will say tomorrow in 
their weekly review of trade: Failures 
for ine past week have been 209 in the 
United States, against 207 last year, and 
thirty-three in Canada, against twenty- 
seven last year. The volume of business 
has not on the whole increased nor have 
prices appreciably advanced; since April 
Ist, when the range for all commodities 
was the lowest ever known in this coun- 
try. Breadstuffs,and iron products have 
risen slightly, but somre other articles have 
declined and the root of the matter is that 
the demand for consumption is still below 
expectations. 

The bi:let pool and other combinations 
have raised prices of pg iron and steel, 
but as yet finished products have gained 
scarcely anything. nor has demand for 
them increased. ‘The output on April Ist 
was 190,281 tons weekly, against 189,583 on 
March ist, but reported stocks unsol in- 
creased 58,168 tons in March, or 13,152 week- 
ly, and there is besides the unknown ac- 
cumulation of the. great steel concerns. 
Prices for lake ore are announced, as ex- 
pected $1.10 higher than last year, and the 
coke combination makes no reduction but 
gradually lessens the output. While pur- 
chases of pig, to anticipate future wants, 
have been heavy, actual consumption is 
but moderate. 

Minor metals are dull, but lead is weaker 
at 3.05 cents on forced sales west. Prices 
of boots and shoes do not change, though 
‘eather is lower. Hides are a little strong- 
er at Chicago, receipts being small. Wool 
is weaker with sales for the week the 
smallest for many years. Prices tend 
lower, except for tine washed fleece, and 
manufacturers are rapidly reducing pro- 
duction, 

There is a fair demrand in the dress goods 
branch, but it is estimated that not 40 per 
cent of the men's wear machinery is at 
work. There have also been cotton mills 
stopping or reducing time this week. Fur- 
ther reduction in shirting prints, to the 
lowest point ever touched, failed to in- 
crease the demand materially.

The South Atiantic Cotton Exchanges * 
Make Rules. 

Augusta, Ga., April 10.—At 
the representatives of the South Atlantic 
Cotton exchanges in Augusta today, the 
matter of uniform baling was acted upon.

Carr also said that he did not think that 
he was crazy, notwithstanding the fact 
that some doctors still believe to the con- 
trary. He is very anxious for Christian 
people to visit him at the jail and give 
him some light as to the way of salvation. 


A RAVING MANTAC, 


B. F. Carden Is in a Bad Fix at the 
Jaii. 


One of the most violent cases of insanity 
reported in Fulton county in some time 
was that of B. F. Carden, who was re- 
manded to jail last Monday on a writ of 
lunacy sworn out by his relatives. 

Carden was a carpenter by trade, employ- 
ed in the Southern railway shops, and up to 
the time of his misfortune was apparently 
sane. He was taken to the county jail and 
confined in the lunatic’s cell on the third 
floor. He has been a perfect madman ever 
since, and has given the jailer more trou- 
ble than any person that has ever come 
under his charge.

In one respect, we are glad to say, this 
policy of suppression las overreached 
itself. The cause of bimetallism has 
been so persistently belittled in the daily 
papers of the east that the money power 
has been terribly deceived as to the 
Strength and influence of the silver 
movement among the people. The re- 
sult is that such agencies of Wall and 
Lombard streets as the New York ¢ham- 
ber of commerce have been induved to 
throw off the mask in time for the 
people of the country to understand and 
appreciate precisely the nature of the 


‘issue that is before then. 


Another interesting fact mentioned by 
Mr. Flower is that Mr. Cleveland. after 
announcing that “public office is a pub- 
lie trust.” proceeds to lift the Boston 
attofney of trusts to the position of at- 
torney general of the United States, and, 
as if this distinction were not great 
enough to confer on the attorney of the 
whisky trust, he was lifted to the posi- 
tion of secretary of state when a vacan- 
ey occurred. The theory seems to have 
been that a “‘public trust’ ought to he 
guarded and looked after by the agent 
of a private trust. 

The New York World found out the 
facts about Olney. and. for a time. made 
quite a sensation of the matter. But. in 
some mysterious way, the editor of The 
World discovered, or was advised. that 
these attacks on Cleveland and Olney 
were calculated to injure the glorious 
cause of “sound” money. So the tirnde

Justice Lamar and Hon. Ben Hill. 

We have not noted any attuck on Nen- 
ator Walthall in recent issues of Secre- 
tary Smith's official organ on account of 
the letter he wrote to Senator John 'T. 
Morgan, stating that late in life Jus- 
tice Lamar had changed his mind on 
the money question and was disposed to 
regard his vote against the free coinage 
of silver as a mistake.

This is singular, too, When we remem. 
ber the fact that Senator Lamar was one 
of only two political leaders of the south 
Who were apposed to the democratic pol- 
icv of free coinage.

He was re-elected 
to the senate in spite of his vole becuuse 
he wus a man of the purest character 
and of the highest abilitv, and he was 
supported by the very men who joined 
in the legislative rebuke that his .op- 
position to free coinage called out, That 
event conveys a lesson which all would- 
be leaders should take to heart.

We desire, however, at this time to 

eall the attention of the official organ to 

the fact that evidence is accumulating 
that Justice Lamar, late in life, chunged 
his mind so far as the finducial question 
is comerned. We printed yesterday a 
letter from Hon. Mark Johnston, of Mil- 
ledgeville, setting forth the substance of 
conversations had with Justice Lamar 
the summer before he died. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Senator 
Walthall violated no contidence—as, in- 
deed, he would be incuwpable of doing 
when he wrote to Senator Mourgan the 
facts which were etabodied in the Griftin 
speech of the great Alabamian. 

In view of these facts, is not Secretary 
Smith doing a grave injugtice to the 
memory of Lamar when he quotes thie 
attitude of that great man to excuse his 
own position now? We think so. We 
think, too, that the official organ, insteud 
of calling on those who honor Justice 
Lanmrs name and memory to “spare 
the dead.” should itself spare the«lead.

More War Talk. 

The absurd talk about a possible war 
between Spain and the United States 
has been revived. 

The Spaniards are very excitable, and 
the resolutions recently passed by the 
American cougress have made them very 
indignant. In Spain the American tour- 
ists tind things so unpleasant that they 
are leaving the country by every train. 
A guard is maintained at the American 
legation in Madrid, and it is feared that 
trouble may break out at any moment. 

The Spanish fleet is being organized 
at I°errol and is about ready toe go to 
sea. The ships composing it are the iron- 
clauds Pelayo, Infanta, Maria, ‘Teresa, 
Vizcaya and Oquendo, the torpedo de- 
stroyer Destructor and various torpedo 
boats. They will be immediately sup- 
plied with all necessary war material 
and will then sail for their destination, 
Which is now unknown. 

We cannot for a moment imagine that 
Spuin proposes to go to war with us, 
especially at a time when she cannot 
hold her own against the. insurgents in 
Cuba. But if the Spanish fleet comes 
into our waters with hostile intentions 
,we are well prepared. We have two 
‘first-class armore lnds, the Indiana and 
Mussachusetts. Then, we have the bat- 
tle ships, Maine and Texas. Admiral 
Bunee’s flagship, New York, like the In- 
diana and her mate, is superior to any 
Spanish battleship. We also have three 
other available armored ships—-Asuphi- 
trite, Miantonomah and ‘Terror— 
besides the ram Katahdin. Of 
cruisers and gunboats we have 
the Columbia, Minneapolis, © Cincin- 
nati, Raleigh, San Francisco, Newark, 
Marblehead, Atlanta and Mantgomery. 
Three of these vessels are iv the Medi- 
terrapnean, but the others ar? all in the 
Atlantic and could eusily b2 sen: to the 
gulf. We have not counted our war- 
ships in the Vacific. because thcy woukl 
not be needed.

Claims Due the Exposition Company. 

We are gratitied to learn that Mr. 
Charles A. Collier, who is now in Wash- 
ington, will probably be successful in 
recovering for the exposition company ; 
large sum of money which it paid out 
for necessary work in connection with 
the governinent building at our recent 
exposition. 

It seems that the company paid for 
the grading of the site for the govern- 
ment building, which was quite an ex- 
pensive item, besides. paying for the 
water mains, sewerage, the life-saving 
Service building, certain expenses con- 
nected with the mineral and forestry ex- 
hibit and other matters.

“T visited the Hercules Cotton mill, two 
miles south of the city. It is a Jarge es- 
tablishment, with 2,000 spindles and 1,100 
looms, and is admirably managed. It has 
the latest machinery. I inquired the price 
paid’ for cetton, and was told 16 to 17 
cents at the factory. Up in the Mapimli 
country, in Durango; where it was pro- 
duced, the price was 13% to 14% cents, and 
jater on, at a cotton factory in the suburbs 
of Oaxaca, 600 miles south of this, the 
superintendent informed me that they paid 
18 to 19 cents. In the United States Con- 
sular Reports for September last our con- 
sul at Matamoras reports cotton selling 
to the factories at Monterey at 16 to 18 
investigation I found all the 
prices about equaled 13 cents in New Or- 
leans, the tariff, freight and charges mak- 
ing it cost 16 to 17 cents at Queretaro and 
18 to 19 cents at Oaxaca, and they pay the 
local producer the New Orleans price plus 
these charges. Mexico does not produce 
enough cotton to clothe all her population. 
Her manufacturers buy in New Orleans 
the quantity the country fails to produce. 
A féw years ago, when their dolar and 
ours were equal, they paid on an average 
13 cents in New Orleans and in the very 
same money, but owing to the enforced 
enhancement in the value of our money, 
by manipulated legislation, this 13 cents, 
instead of being equal as it should honest- 
ty be to 13 cents in our money, is only 
equal to about 7 cents in our ‘increased- 
value’ money. The direct loss to the 
cotton planter of the south is, therefore, 
$30 per bale, or $200,000,000 annual loss to 
the south on this one crop. The same is 
true of the wheat and corn of the west 
and all other crops—corn and wheat being 
$1 to $1.40 per bushel in Mexico in their 
whicn has remained in value 
unchanged by legislation. The assertion 
about overproduction is a myth, as the 
countless thcusands of half-clothed and 
half-fed people in the United States know 
only too well. The trouble is in the 
legislative increase of the value of the 
dollar made in order that those who live 
by clipping coupons from government, 
state and other bonds, and on the public 
taxes, may be twice as rich as formerly 
without any additional exertion. They 
are twice as rich with the labor of clip- 
ping only the same number of coupons.”

In my judgment, the state registration 
law makes no provision for registration for 
primary elections. There is no machinery 
in the act for the purpose of 
out this idea. There is no provision made 
for furnishing lists and for paying the 
expenses of the same except for the gen- 
eral elections, consequently, the registra- 
tion act itself does not provide for any ree 
istration in order to vote in the primaries, 
and in my opinion, it would not be necessa- 
rv for a. voter to register in 
order to vote on the 6th of June in the 
democratic primaries, unless in such pri- 
maries the county executive committee 
should order otherwise, and it does strike 
me that it would be unwise and dangerous 
to the party to require registration of 
voters in a primary election in June, when, 
in all probability, not one-fifth of the 
democratic voters of the staie would be 
registered by that time. Certainly the state 
committee did not intend such to be the 
case. 

6. I am asked if it is essential that voters 
register this year in order to be able to 
vote in the elections in October, and 
whether or not voters: who registered last 
year under local acts would be required to 
register this year in order to vote. 

There can be but one answer to this 

question. No person will be entitled to vote 
in the general elections of this year unless 
such person has registered since January 
1, 1896. 
The vote polled for governor and state- 
house officers in October will depend large- 
ly upon the number of persons register- 
ing during the present year of 18%, and 
each county paper in Georgia cannot be too 
careful in impressing upon the voters of its 
respective county that unless registration 
takes place this year the voter so failing 
to register cannot cast his vote in the 
general elections. 

In order to assist the tax collector in 
registering the voters, im the general regis- 
tration act he is authorized and empowered 
to appoint clerks to assist him in carrying 
on his work in the different militia districts 
that every voter may have an opportunity 
to register so as to qualify himself to vote. 

I sincerely hope that the weekly and 
daily papers throughout the state will 
take this subject up that the people of 
each militia district in Georgia may see 
the importance of registering this year in 
order to vote in the coming elections. This 
being a new law, unless the people are in- 
formed of the fact that it is necessary for 
them to register in order to vote, many 
who would otherwise be entitled to vote 
will be disqualified from voting when the 
time comes. 

I sincerely hope that the press will give 
this matter most serious attention, that 
the provisions of the law may be thorough- 
ly understood. Very respectfully.

A Troe Bill Charging Him with Embez- 
tlement Returned Yesterday. 


HIS ARREST SOON FOLLOWED 


He Gave Bond in the Sum of $5,000 
and Was Released. -

Mr. Cooper Took His Arrest Cooly and 


Stated That He Had Nothing To 
Say for Publication.

Under an indictment from the grand jury 
Mr. John Tyler Cooper, ex-county clerk, 
Was arrested yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of embezziement. 

The warrant was placed in the hands of 
Bailiff bob Smith, who served it upon Mr. 
Cooper a few minutes after the indictment 
had been found. Mr. Cooper was evidently 
expecting the true bill, and he promptly 
accompanied the bailiff to the office of 
the sheriff, where he gave himself up. 

A bond was immediately made out in the 
Sum of $5,000, and this was signed by Mr. 
James D. Collins, who accompanied Mr. 
Cooper to the sheriff's office. 

Though the signature was considered to 
be very good, Mr. Cooper was asked to 
Strengthen it by securing other signatures, 
and last night at 7 o’clock the bond was 
returned to Sheriff Barnes bearing the ad- 
ditional signatures of Messrs. L. B. Fol- 
60m and C. J. Weinmeister. 

The bond was made returnable to the 
Spring term of the criminal court, which 
is now in session, and it is probable that 
the case will be taken up among the first 
Cases reached. . 

The matter of shortage was formally car- 
ried before the grand jury Thursday morn- 
ing, and a session of that was called for 
yesterday. Seyeral witnesses were subpoe- 
naed, among the number being nearly all 
of the members of the board of county 
commissioners, including Treasurer Payne 
and Clerk Kontz. 

A True Bill Returned. 


During the session of the grand jury 


'@ number of witnesses were called in and 


asked to tell about the shortage. 

The county commissioners testified that 
a shortage had been found in the accounts 
of Mr. Cooper, and that formal demand 
had been made, but no settlement effected, 

The books of the county were then sent 
for and were placed before the grand 
jury for inspection. 

Just about 12 o’clock the true bill was 
returned, and Solicitor Charley Hill held 
a conierence with Judge Lumpkin. The 
bench warrant Was then issued, and the 
amount of the bond placed at $5,000. 

The warrant was then placed_in the 
hands of Sheriff Barnes, who authorized 
Bailiff Bob Smith to make the arrest of 
Mr. Cooper. Mr. Cooper was arrested a 


' few minutes later, and went to the office of 
‘the sheriff, where the bond was signed by 
himself and Mr. J. D. Collins. 


Took His Arrest Quietly. 

When Mr. Cooper was approached by 
Bailiff Smith he said nothing, but quietly 
walked down to the office of the sheriff, 
accompanied by the bailiff. Mr. Collins 
went with him, and as soon as the bond 
was signed they left the office together. 

After his arrest Mr. Cooper stated that 
he had nothing to say for publication fur- 
ther than had been printed in the papers. 
He appeared perfectly indifferent to the 


matter, and gave no indication that he was 


in the least affected by the result of the 
investigation and the arrest which fol- 
lowed. 

When the forma) demand was made for 
the payment of the amount said to be 
short, Mr. Cooper stated to the finance 


committee that he acknowledged that the de- 


mand was formal and official, and _inti- 
mated that it was but a policy that must 
be pursued in order to secure an indictment 
at the hands of the grand jury. 

He had anticipated the arrest, and was 
quietly awaiting the appearance of the 
bailiff. 

After bond had been furnished, he was 
upon the street in conference with his 
friends, The court will not convene until 
April 20th, one week from next Monday, 
and it is probable that by that time the 
entire books will have been thoroughly in- 
vestigated and the exact amount of the 
shortage will have been reached. 

No Action by the Board. 

The board of county commissioners was 
mot in session yesterday, and it is quite 
probable that nothing further will be done, 
as the investigation has been brought up 
to date. Clerk Kontz will carefully search 
through the books of the county and will 
doubtless have a full and complete report 
to make at the next meeting of the board, 

Treasurer Payne was asked yesterday 
afternoon what he thought of the course 
the matter had taken. He replied that he 
was still firm in the opinion that he was 
in no wise responsible for the shortage or 
any part of it, and looked to the board to 
collect the money said to be due the coun- 
ty. He said that he had been presented 
with a statement showing a shortage of 
$4,315. 

“Thig statement I showed Mr. Cooper, 
and demanded that he pay over to me the 
amount, He said he would pay what he 
owed as soon as arrangements could be 
made. This is all that I have to say in 
regard to the matter, and here it rests.” 

The commissioners say that the matter 
is now in the hands of the courts, and that 
their duty was completed when they made 
demand and then carried it before the 


grand jury.

In Which He Refers to a Report Con- 
cerning His Candidacy. 

M~. Clarence Knowles, who is one of the 
cendidates for the legislature from this 
county, yesterday issued the following ad- 
dress to the voters of the county. In pre- 
senting it for publication Mr. Knowles 


Said: 

“I have issued this address because I 
do not wish my position to be misunder- 
stood, and I am informed that reports have 
been circulated which do me an injustice. 
I do not think that the people of Atlanta 
are prepered to ostracize any man polit- 
ically for no other reason than because 
he belongs to a profession which has done, 
and is doing, so much for this city, as the 
insuPance business. My desire to go to the 
legislature does not involve in any degree 
whattoever any purpose on my part to 
introduce or to advocate any legislation in 
arywise affecting insurance interests. I do 
not propose to introduce amy bill of that 
kind whatsoever, and as I show in my 
card I am in favor of the freest nossible 
competition in insurance. I want to see the 
Fates thrown open to every solvent com- 
pany which wants to do business here. 

“I make this explanation simply as .a 
matter of justice to myself and not for 
those who know me, because they will 
readily understand the injustice which the 
report does me. This statement is made 
simply for those who do not know me per- 
Sonally. I have long been a citizen of At- 
lanta and have taken a deep personal in- 
terest in every movement looking to the 
welfare of the city. I would esteem it an 
honor to represent the county in the gen- 
eral assembly, and I believe the voters of 
the county are of the opinion that it will 
not be out of order for the county's rep- 
resentation to consist gt least in part of 
business men. My card explains itself.” 

The card is as follows: 

“To the Voters of Fulton County: A stu- 
pid and mali@lous attempt is being made to 
prejudics my tandidacy for the legislature 
by circulating} the report thar I am run- 
ning in the int¢rests of insurance companies 
and for the press purpose of securing the 
repeal ofthe Venable bill and the enact- 
ment of/sueh legislation as will decrease 
competition in. fire insurance and increase 
the rates. It is even charged that the in- 
Surance companies have raised a fund to 
be expanded in securing my election. 

“These statements are as absurd as t%ey 
are false. There is not an insurance com- 
pany or association in this country which 
has sufficient interest in legislation in 
Georgia to contribute one cent to mv elec- 
tion. The course they pursue in this and 
all other states is very simple. They natur- 
ally protest against inimical legislation as 
any other interest similariy attacked 
would, but if passed, they conform their 
business to the requirements of the stat- 
ute, and where this is impossible, they have 
the option of withdrawal. 

“It is a fact ineapable of successful con- 
tradiction that the insurance companies do 
not attempt to influence tegislation in heir 
behalf. They have never had here or in 
any other southern state, a single bill in- 
trcduced in their interest. This fact is at- 
tested in Georgia by the following letter 
from Comptroller General Wright: 

* ‘Clarence Knowles, Esq., Atlanta, Ga.— 
Dear Sir: In reply to your query, I beg 
leave to advise that since I have been con- 
nected with this office I have kept up with 
the bills introduced in the legislature touch- 
ing the insurance interests of the state, 
and there has never been a bill proposed in 
the interests or at the request of the in- 
surance companies. W. A. WRIGHT, 

“ ‘Comptroller Ceneral,’ 

“The charge that if elected I would be 
able single-handed and alone, to upset the 
existing laws and pass legislation burden- 
some to the people is a tribute to my pros- 
pective legislative influence entirely unde- 
served, and something of a reflection on 
the 218 other members of the house and 
seniute. 

“LT have no fight to make on the Venable 
bill. Under its operations the business of 
regularly authorized companies is not de- 
creased and such insurers as desire to 
place their risks outside can do so under 
its provisions. The fact is, I favor absolute 
free trade in fire insurance: solvent insur- 
ance does not need protection. I would like 
to see all restrictions removed and all re 
liabl+ ccmpanies encouraged to enter the 
state. 

“Now a word as to the magnitude of fhe 
insvrance interests centered here. No sin- 
gle business or industry has done more to 
spread the fame and influence of Atlanta. 
There are fifteen fire insurance companies 
with general agencies here, and an equal 
number of life companies. The business 
of twelve southern states is reported to 
Atlanta, and the combined premiums, 
amounting to more than $5,000, are collected 
and disbursed from here. Between three 
and four hundred men and their families 
are supported by this business, and spend 
their incomes here. Qhicago is the only 
other city which has as many insurance 
departments as Atlanta. I cannot believe 
that connection with a business which 
brings so much to Atlanta will be regarded 
as a bar to political preferment. 

‘Tl desire to reiterate here what I have 
said from the incertion of my candidacy. 
I am running as a business man in the 
interest of no faction, political or commer- 
cial, insurance or otherwise, and absolute- 
ly independent of pledges to any men or 
measures, excent to vote for United States 
senator for such candidate as may be se- 
lected at the democratic primary, If elected 
I will be entirely untrammeled and free to 
act as my judgment dictates in the best 
interests of the county.

The Spelman seminary is one of 
largest and most important colored 
stitutions in the south. For fifteen years 
it has been educating and advancing the 
colored race in the south, and the effects of 
its good work has been felt all over the 
United States. It has turned out many 
teachers and missionaries, who by their 
incessant labor and untiring efforts, have 
made for themselves and the school from 
which they graduated a name that is a 
credit to the race. 

Large crowds attended the exercises yes- 
terday and some excellent talks were made 
and seme creditable papers read. The 
students of the seminary showed the pub- 
lic yesterday what they have been doing, 
and the teachers haye every reason to be 
proud of the results that have been ob- 
tained by their patient and continual 
work, 

The seminary has a faculty of thirty-nine 
of the best teachers to be obtained. There 
are at present 600 pupils in regular at- 
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programme; she 

spoke on “Character Building at GSpel- 

man." In her talk Mrs. Butler told of the 

work of ‘Mrs, 8. B, Packard and Miss I. E. 

Giles, two of the founders of the institu- 
tion. 

“The foundation for character building,” 
she said, “is laid before the student en- 
ters the school. It is usually laid by the 
mother of the child and sometimes under 
very adverse circumstances. The good in 
a girl is nourished and cultivated while 
the bad is weeded out like so many pois- 
onous plants would be weeded out of a 
garden by a good and faithful gardener, 
In the case of the girls the teachers take 
the place of gardener. It is not the smart 
girl who tries the patience of the teachers, 
but it is these who have had no advan- 

es and it is necessary that  tbi.th 
teacher and pupil have a great deal of 
Patience, The teachers’ work is not by 
any monne easy und they are often dis- 
couraged. Character building is a work 
of life. One teacher prepares the way, 
another sows the seed and another 
watches the harvest with anxious and 
careful eyes and the coming generations 
reap the benetit of the harvest.” 

In closing she urged all of the students 
to accept all of the opportunities that are 
presented to them. 

She was followed by a number of im- 
promptu speakers who compared the 
record of Spelman seminary with that 
of other institutes, and Spelman was not 
hurt by the comparison. The class then 
san. an appropriate hymn. Miss Grover, 
one of the teachers, spoke on the mission- 
ary spirit at Spelman. She dwelt at 
length on the self-denial of the teachers 
and founders of the school. 

She Comes from Congo. 

Miss C. A, Howard, of Lukungu, Africa, 
opened the conference. She is a graduate 
of the "87 class of the seminary and is 
now a missionary to the Congo Free State, 
being in Atlanta on a trip for her health. 
She was introduced by. the principal of 
the school, Miss Giles, 

She spoke of the organizers of the semi- 
nary, praising them very highly and 
thanking them for being the means of 
giving her a chance to become educated 
and converted. She spoke principally of 
the missionary work in central Agric a and 
gave some interesting accounts of the in- 
cidents that befell the whites who went 
into those wildernesses. She went ta 
Africa in 1890 and in four and a half yerrs 
she has seen fifty-seven missionaries die. 
‘In many places,” she said, “the misaion- 
aries are persecuted terribly and their 
lot is by no means to be envied. In some 
of the schools the natives wish to be naid 
to attend the school, thinking that they 
are conferring a great honor on the 
school by being present. This has been 
overcome to a large extent. We find that 
the men and wemen are easier reached

tendance. The school occupies three large 
brick buildings and an extensive campus. 
The whole property is valued at $175,000 

The growth of the institution has been 
something wonderful. Among its many 
departments there is a normal training 
school, a missionary training school, a nurse 
training school, the English preparatory 
course and industrial education of the 
most approved modern order is given in 
dressmaking, sewing, house keeping, bread 
making, laundry work and printing. It is 
the aim of the board of trustees that 
every girl who graduates from the depart- 
ment school shall be able to preside in- 
telligently over her own household or to do 
good service in any family. 

The trained nurses are in great demand 
in this city, and during the past sx 
months they have served 500 days in pri- 
vate families and 300 days in the houses of 
the poor. 

The programme began with devotional 
exercises and these lasted for a half hour, 


‘being participated in by the teachers and 


pupils. 
Dr. Morehouse Presides. 

Rev. H. L. Morehouse, of New York, in- 
troduced the speakers. Miss H. E. Giles, 
principal of the seminary, and one of the 
founders of the school, was first on the 
programme. She gave an interesting histor- 
ica] sketch of the seminary. 

Miss Giles went over the complete his- 
tory of the school, toid the deeply inter- 
ested audience of the hard work that it 
had been necessary to do before they could 
accomplish anything at all; how-the teach- 
ers, with a few students, had held school 
in the damp basement of one of the col- 
ored churches of the city. With fine lan- 
guage she led the audience over the whole 
route taken by the school as it enlarged 
and progressed, and told them of every 
encouragement received, of every fund rais- 
ed for their benefit and of how they had 
continually gone forward until the school 
is at present one of the finest in the 
world for the education of the colored 
woman. Miss Giles received a great deal 
of applause and many congratulations at 
the end of her talk. 

The conference on the above subject was 
opened by Mrs. E. 8S. DeLamotta, of the 
seminary, in a neat little talk and one that 
made a deep impression on her hearers. 
A number of voluntary talks were made 
by scholars and visitors, after which the 
conference closed. 


School’s Religious Teachings. 


Mrs. E. M. Barrett, one of the teachers, 
gave a. talk on the religious life of 
Spelman. In her talk she stated that re- 
ligion was placed above all else in the 
seminary and excellent examples were 
placed before the girls. The conference on 
that subject was opened by Miss H. A. 
Howell, of Midville, Ga. She spoke of how 
the teacher toiled in order to advance the 
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their children than in any other 
way and when the children attend the 
school the mothers and fathers of them 
are not very long in following.’’ 

At the conclusion o* Miss Howard's talk 
Dr. Morehouse introduced little ™Jora 
Howard, a native of the Congo Free State, 
who was brought over here by Miss How- 
ard when she returned. 

Congo Girl Sings. 

The steamer Henry Reed on one of its 
trips up the Congo river found a party of 
natives who were selling slaves and the 
chiid was given to the captain of the 
Steamer as @ present, She was » ought 
to the settlement at which Miss Howard 
was stationed and finally fell into her 
hands. At the conclusion of the history of 
the child, which was told by Miss Howard, 
Clara sang a song in the Congo lanzuaze, 
much to the amusement of the yast su- 
dience, She was loudly applauded and en- 
cored. 

Miss Upton introduced two Congo girls 
Who attend the seminary—Maggie and 
Emma Youngblood: They are two of the 
brightest pupils at the _ school and 
easily learn any and all lessons that 
come before them, They speak English 
as fluently as they do their native tongue. 

Maggie was brought over by Miss “Lena 
Clark. She was bought from a slaving 
party for $15 by Mrs. Ratray and on the 
death of that lady she became the prop- 
erty of Miss Clark. Emma Youngb!vod 
was one of the girls who attended Miss 
Gordon’s missionary school and was 
brought to this’ country by her. These 
two girls with Flora Howard sang un song 
in their native tongue. This was a sight 
that is seldom seen in Atlanta. Three 
@ducated ehildren from the center of 
Africa singing to an Atlanta audicice in 
their own native tongue. The herers 
showed their appreciation by loudly ap- 
Plauding the girls. 

Then followed some excellent talks eon 
the missionary question. A nunber of 
speeches congratulati the students and 
thanking the teachers were made anda it 
was the opinion of all present, after 
listening to the pleasant programme, that 
the thanks and congratulations were more 
than deserved. 

Last nivht another fine programme was 
rendered. The interest in these ex2r*ises 
did not lag in the least and a large crowd 
Phas present.

At 
first he refused to consider the demands 
made upon him, but the persistent effarts 
of those who ired him to hold the 
office of commissioner caused him to give 
assent and his announcement followed.

Up to this time it was the general im- 
pression that there would be only two 
candidates for the places vacant on the 
board of county, commissioners.

state, said he had no objection to an- 
other trial being granted and would not 
fight the writ, as he desired Carr to have 
all the justice that was to be allowed 
under the law. 

The argument was concise and to the 
point, but very brief, as the application 
was read and then the sections of the code 
prescribing the grounds under which a 
writ of lunacy was to be issued. The sec- 
tion referred to is 4666, in which the law 
provides that a prisoner or convict who 
becomes insane after sentence has been 
passed upon him is to be tried again on 
a writ of lunacy. 

The Meaning of the Section. , 

The section which has been made the 
basis of the application for a new trial 
is apparently susceptible of several inter- 
pretations, and on-account of its vague- 
ness the ordinary has reserved his opinion 
in the matter. 

The section is as follows: 

“If after any convict shall have been 
sentenced to the punishment of death he 
shall become insane the sheriff of the 
county, with concurrence and assistance of 
the ordinary thereof, shall summon a jury 
of twelve men to inquire into such in- 
Sanity; and if it be found by the inquisi- 
tion of such jury that such convict is in- 
sane, the sheriff shall suspend the execu- 
tion of the sentence directing the death of 
such convict and make report of such in- 
quisition and the suspension of the execu- 
tion to the presiding judge of the district, 
who shall cause the same to be entered on 
the books of the superior court of the 
county where the conviction was had. And 
at any time thereafter when it shall appear 
to the said presiding judge, either by in- 
quisition or otherwise, that the said con- 
vict is of sound mind the said judge shall 
issue a new warrant, directing the sheriff 
to do execution of the said sentence on 
said convict at such time and place as 
the said judge may appoint and direct 
in the said warrant, which the sheriff shall 
be bound to do accordingly, and the said 
judge shall cause the said new warrant 
and other proceedings in the case to be 
entered on the minutes of the said superior 
court.”’ 

Reserved His Decision. 

After hearing the argument Judge Cal- 
houn stated that he wished to take the 
matter under advisement and desired to re- 
serve his opinion until he had carefully con-

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Friendship Baptist Church Pastor Cele- 


brates His Anniversary 
FOURTEEN YEARS OF HIS LABOR 


Governor Atkinson and Mayor King 
Made Speeches at a Colored Cele- 
bration Thursday Night. 


Fourteen years ago today Rev. E. R. 
Carter took charge of the welfare of the 
Friendship Baptist church, colored, and 
his anniversary is now celebrated for the 
second time within that period of long and 
faithful service. The anniversary will be 
fittingly celebrated today. 

Starting as it did its first service in an 
old abandoned box car, near the present 
tabernacle, it has grown until today it 


occupies one of the most valuable church 
properties of Atlanta in the colored relig- 
ious denonrination. 

From a congregation of twenty-five it 
has increased at:such a rate that today 
it is the largest colored Baptist congrega- 
tion in Atlanta, numbering more than 2,5 
worshipers. 

In 1870 the box car was used for the 
first divine services and in 1870 a building 
was secured at the corner of Markham 
where the little con- 
gregation worshiped until they secured 
the present edifice, at the corner of Mit- 
cheli and Hfynes streets. 

In 1882, mainly through the then pastor 
of the First Baptist church, Dr. Hornady, 
the present pastor secured the pastorate 
of the Friendship church and since then 
he has worked faithfully for the weifare 
of his church, and that he has been suc- 
cessful is attested bv the fact that the 
property now owned by the congregation 
is vatued at not less than $60,000, and the 
Same is free from any vestige of indebted- 
ness, 

During his service he has been the cause 
of working many reforms in the church. 
He has been the originator of several 
church societies of a charitable nature and 
all the time is engaged in doing good work 
for the sick and aged. One monument to 
his charitable endeavors is the aged home, 
located near the church, which consists of 
two frame cottages, containing nine rooms, 
which is used as a haven of refuge for the 
aged members of his flock who, when worn 
out with the labors of their calling, can 
zo there and rest until they are able to 
resume their work, when others are al- 
ways ready to take their places. 

There are always from twenty-five to 
thirty of these old colored women in the 
home at one time and the value of such 
an institution can be readily seen. The 
ground belongs to the church and covers 
an area that is of ample dimensions for 
the erection of a more suitable building 
when the funds of the church will permit. 

During the incumbency of the present 
pastor there have been over 1,100 baptisms, 
O00 marriages and not less than 1,000 fu- 
nerals, certainly an enviable record for a 
congregation. ; 

it was in the basement of Friendship 
Baptist church that the first steps were 
taken to found Spelman seminary, one 
of the nrost noted institutions for the edu- 
cation of the negro woman in the coun- 
try. 

The present pastor, Rev. E. R. Carter, 
is one of the best known men.of his race 
in the city, and in the south for that 
matter. 

He was born in Athens about forty 
years ago, and for nearly ten years was 
a slave. 

In 1879 he came to Atlanta and entered 
the Atlanta Baptist Theological seminary, 
from which institution he graduated after 
years of privation and a long battle with 
poverty. | 

After his graduation his first call was to 
take charge of a church at Stone Mountain 
at a monthiy salary of $8. . 

Hie has also written several books, prom- 
inent among them being “Our Pulpit,” 
“The Black Side’ and “‘Descriptive Scenes 
of Kurope and the Orient.”’ The book 
entitled ‘“‘The Black Side’’ was a history 
of the progress of the negro race in At- 
lanta since the days of slavery and has 
been highiy commended by all who have 
the interest of the race at heart and are 
familiar with the subject matter with 
which the volume treats. Hiis book of 
travel is one of much interest, detailing, 
as it aoes, meany of the incidents of his 
trip through Europe, and filled with de- 
scriptive matter that is new and interest- 
ing. 

When he came to Atlanta he could not 
write his name and was equally deficient 
in all the branches of an ordinary educa- 
tion. Since then he has familiarized him- 
self with French, Hebrew and English, 
and today is one of the most fluent talkers 
of the last enumerated language. In ad- 
dition to all of the work and travels that 
he has done he has edited the colored Bap- 
tist paper of the state of Georgia, served 
as grand worthy chief templar of the 
state, vice president of the Georgia State 
Baptist Sunday school convention and was 
also a member of the centennial committee 
of the colored Baptists of the state of 
Georgia.

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A LION’S WRATH. 


Thrilling Experience of a Keeper with 


a Mad Lion. 

Frank Hall, a lion tamer at the Hagen- 
beck show, which is giving exhibitions at 
the corner of Edgewood avenue and Fort 
street, had a thrilling experience Thursday 
night. 

One of the most ferocieus animals of the 
collection is the lioness, Sultana. She has 
a bad disposition, and two or three times 
has made vicious assaults upon her keep- 
ers that have fortunately not been attend- 
ed by anv serious results.

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"LETTERS FROM THE 


Issues at Stake. : 

Portland, Oregon, April 5,—18%,+Editor 
Constitution: The nation is Hstening to 
the Crisp-Smith debate. 

The issue between them—the nub of the 
silver problem—should be plainly put and 
kept to the front, viz: “Shall we restore the 
value of our cotton and corn and of all 
our products and property by reducing the 
standard of value, the gold dollar?” — 

The able letter o¢ Chief Justige Walter 
Clark, of North Carolina, in the March. 
1895, Arena, recounting his recent visit to 
Mexico, shows plainly that our standard 
of value—our dollar—has doubled in the 
past few years. by legislation. It was only 
equal in value then to the Mexican dollar. 
Now it will buy two of them, yet the Mexi- 
can dollar will still buy as much property 
in Mexico as ever, By the simple device 
of doubling our standard of value Shock 
has robbed this nation of half its property 
values and ruined the proudest and most 
enlightened people on earth. The half- 
breeds, mestizoes, Indians and negroes of 
Mexico are rising in the scale of wages, 
their land is rising in value, their indus- 
tries are all prosperous, their other values 
are the same as in 1869. None of their rail- 
roads are in receivers’ hands. Americans 
are rushing over there and engaging in ev- 
ery enterprise; our capitalists are investing 
In that land of free silver. Where, in 
1869, they exported $20,000,000 of their prod- 
ucts, they exported $100,000,000 in 1883, and 
will expert $150,000,000 in 1896, while Amer!i- 
can !mports to that country are falling off. 
This great aid rich land, on the other 
hand, is in the throes of bankruptcy 
through the simple legislative device of 
doubling our standard of value, thus put- 
ting half of our property values into Shy- 
lock’s pockets and doubling all our bur- 
dens. Fifty per cent of this rise in our 
standard of value occurred in 1893 by de- 
monetization of a billion dollars of silver 
legal tender in Austria and India, which 
increased the demand for our gold standard 
of value three and a half billions dollars 
and made it rise from 24 to 1 up to 32 tol. 

Judge Clark’s able letter should be read 
by the entire nation, It presents an unan- 
swerable proof, as an object lesson, that 
our standard of value has doubled and thus 
ruined us. The simple issue, then, between 
Crisp and Smith, between the people and 
Shylock, is whether we shall reduce the 
gold standard of value by silver remoneti- 
zation in America. Every man of sense 
will say, of course, we shail at all hazards, 
and promptly, let the results on Shylock 
be what they may. The question is not, 
as Secretary Smitn says, whether we can 
raise the silver dollar up to equality in 
value with the gold dollar, but only, how 
much can we reduce the gold dollar as the 
standard of value and restore our lost 
property values. Suppose the silver dollar, 
on its bullion basis, should be worth less 
than the gold doNar, it would not matter. 
That gold dollar is now worth 1% vents, 
bullion value; on free coinage of the sil- 
ver dollar that same gold dollar would be 
worth not over 115 cents. We will have 
added thereby 30 or 40 cents on the dollar 
to our property values and will be redeem- 
ed from ruin. 

That the two dollars will not be at a 
“parity’’ is a small item. It is trash com- 
pared with the addition of countless billions 
to our values in property and renumerative 
labor. 

Of course, gold contract debts would be 
repudiated, pro tanto, if gold (now at 100 
per cent premium over bullion silver) was 
still at a premium on free coinage, but a 
proviso to the act of remonetization for 
their payment in gold or its silver equiva- 
lent would obviate that objection, which 
weighs with many. 

It is true, also, that the gold dollar would 
in that event go out of circulation tempo- 
rarily. It was not in currency in 1876, when 
I ljeft Atlanta. It may be circulating since 
the resumption act, but our most prosper- 
ous era Was prior to 1873, when no gold was 
in currency. Still that objection can be 
met by making the silver dollar the “unit 
of value,” as before 1873, and giving the 
gold dollar a flexible commercial ratio of 
legal tender regulated by a commission, 
if its retention in local currency is worth 
that trouble. This will retain it in curren- 
cy. It can then bob up and down without 
hurting anybody until bimetallism shail 
have stopped its present rapid fluctuations. 

But let the simple issue between Crisp 
and Smith be put plainly and tersely and 
kept before the nation—shall we restore our 
lost values and redeem our people from 
ruin by reducing Shylock’s standard of 
value to its old basis? The issue is not 
whether we can make our silver dollar at 
a “parity” of value. with that confiscating 
standard of Shylock, but shall we pull that 
standard down to an honest basis?

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Fort McPherson Officers Visit the 


Location Near Waco, Ga. 


A BEAUTIFUL RANGE TRACT 


Soldiers Will Be Marched to the Range 
Site and the Officers Study the 
Country Route to It. 


For the first time within the history of 
Fort McPherson as a military post, there 
will be provided for the practice of the 
garrison what is one of the most essen- 
tial adjuncts to a military post, viz: a 
rifle range. 

The need of:such an affair has long been 
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over, and it is thought that the standard | 


of marksmanship that now exists at the 
barracks will be greatly imprceved when 
the men have the opportunity of regular 
rifle practice. 

“The necessity for such a-range has been 
painfully apparent for a long time,” said 
one of the officers yesterday to a Consti- 
tution man, “and when this one is finished 
and the men get down to hard practice you 
will see a vast change in their standard as 
marksmen. Heretofore it has been almost 
impossible for us to have any range for 
the reason that the reservation here is not 
large endugh to admit of the establishment 
of a range that would accommodate targets 
at 1,000 and 1,500 yards for the reason that 
too much danger would be Caused to the 
residents of this thickly populated region 
from flying balls. 

“This has always been the trouble in 
the poste that are situated in the east and 
south, because the surrounding country is 
always 380 chickly populated and ranges 
of a suitable distance could not be laid 


out. 
“In the west it is quite different, where 


the post reservations cover vast tracts of,

felt. Many suggestions have been offered 
and various parcels of land have been in- 
spected for the location of the range, but 
until recently none of them has met the 
full requirements that are absolutely neces- 
sary for the location of a rifle range. 

On Wednesday morning about 8 o’clock 
a detachment of men in charge of Lieuten- 
ant O’Brien left the barracks for the site 
of the new range near Waco. There were 
in the party besides the regular enlisted 
men Lieutenants Heavey, . Bamford and 
Gurney, and one non-commissicned officer. 

Some of the party went on horseback, 
but Lieutenant Gurney rode a wheel, as did 
the regular men. 

They carried along one of the post wag- 
ons laden with provisions for a trip of 
seven days and the necessary instruments 
for the determination of leveis and the 
topography of the surrounding country. 

The chief object of the trip is to deter- 
mine the best route to be followed in 
reaching the scene of the range, and in 
addition to this the men will be instructed 
in the science of making road sketches 
and other points necessary in a military 
reconnaissance in time of war. 

There are two routes that can be taken 
in reaching the ground, and it Was for 
that purpose especially that the party 
started for the tract on Wednesday. 

The route taken was across Garrett’s 
bridge over the Chattahoochee, by way of 
Lithia Springs, Dougiasville, Villa Rica 
and Bremen, and thence to the site of the 
range about one and a half miles from 
Waco. 

There is another route that diverges 
about Waco and joins the main road again 
at Bremen, and the party will return 
this route. 

The range is due west of Atlanta, almost 
on an air line, and the country through 
which the detachment will pass is an un- 
usually even one and passed through with 
little difficulty. 

Observations will be taken during the 
trip as to the suitable locations for camp- 
ing, with water and other neccessary ad- 
juncts and the probability of forage. 

It is probable that when the men are 
sent to the range for practice they will 
march in battalions of four companies. 

There are numerous requirements that 
go to make up the suitable range, and it 
is thought that the ground selected, when 
finished and graded to a proper level, will 
be .one of the finest in the United States 
and certainly in the south or east. 

Owing to the peculiar use and the ele 
monts of danger that surround the work 
of a rifle range, for instance the level 
ground, the close vicinage of thickly popu- 
lated regions and the necessity for a natu- 
ral abutment at the termination of the 
range for a shield against flying balls, it 
was a long period of search before the of- 
ficers in charge of the matter could decide 
upon a suitable site for the range. 

The site selected has nearly all the re- 
quirements mentioned and it is thought 
that it can. be gotten ready by the iatter 
part of August, perhaps sconer. 

It is located about fifty-one and a half 
miles from Atlanta, one mile and a half 


below Waco. and between that place and : 


Bremen, and is said by those who presume 
to know to be an ideal site for the pur- 
pose for which it is intended. 
The tract comprises 1,269 
what is known as the Boatwright tract. 
The country is unusually level and so sit- 
vated that at the extreme end of the 
range there is a nill of sufficient height 
to act as a danger line for the stoppage of 
stray balls that may fly wide of their mark

It is quite probable that the range will be 
built by the men of the garrison to avoid

The tract is over two miles in length 
and the longest range will be used for old 
marksmen, while the shorter ones will be 
for the practice of recruits who have had no 


target practice before their enlistment in 


the army. 

The older men will, of course, be required 
to use the longer ranges, running from two 
huudred yards as high as 1,000 vards and
